If viewed 
pragmatically, it was necessary 
deception, But, nonetheless, thou- 
sands of Americans are flooding 
the desks of their congressmen 
with mail reflecting dismay and 
moral shock. 


Old headlines come back to 
haunt us. Across bygone years 
we recall stories of aircraft shot 
down along the Soviet borders 
and in the China seas. 


They invariably were reported 
as having been unarmed patrol 
or weather craft which had been 
blown off course, or had been lost 
because of navigational errors. 

So it was with the one downed 
in Russia. The first story was 
that it was an unarmed weather 
plane, making innocent observa- 
tions of winds, various warm and 
cold fronts, and so on. 


But, within hours we had con- 
fessed this was not true. 


It was a reconnaissance plane 
and we have been flying them for 
years. 


In Defense 


In defense we now say the 
Russians have been doing the 
same thing. In addition, their 
spies have been captured in this 
country. And, to be sure, this is 
true. 


But, for years we have given 
the American people an image of 
the Russians as “dirty crooks” 
who did these things while we 
did: not. Our aircraft were inva- 
riably the unarmed, patrol or 
weather craft, on an innocent mis- 
sion. We built up, unhappily, an 
image of Americans as striving 
earnestly for peace, without re- 
sorting to “ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain.” This is 
how the American likes to feel. 
It is a part of his religious aud 
cultural inheritance. 


When he learned that our air- 
craft were on intelligence, or spy- 
ing missions, he was shocked even 
while admitting the need for such 
information. 


Newspapermen who had foreign 
reporting experience knew better. 
They were aware that such mis- 
sions were being flown. It also 
troubled many of them, in con- 
sidering the image of innocence, 
to imagine what the U.S. public 
mood would be if the Russians 
were in Bermuda, Canada, Mexico 
and South America flying mis- 
sions over North America. This 
is roughly the equivalent of our 
bases in Turkey, North Africa, 
West Germany and other some- 
what more distant sites. 


All this now begins to trouble 
many of us and we are indulging 
in the familiar practice of writ- 
ing our congressmen.

Spy Trial

MOSCOW (‘UPI)—Premier 
Khrushchev, warning that any fu- 
ture espionage flights over Russia 
might lead to instantaneous atomic 
war, served notice that Russia 
would make an example of a 
captured American flier by try- 
ing him “severely” as a spy. 


The Soviet Premier’s remarks 
were made Wednesday and were 
released Thursday. They were 
held up for 24 hours by censor- 
ship without explanation. The 
maximum penalty for espionage 
in Russia is death by shooting. 


Although Khrushchev continued 
his bitter attacks on the United 
States in general and Secretary 
of State Herter in particular, he 
told newsmen he was an “‘incor- 
rigible optimist’’ and believed that 
the plane incident gradually would 
be “‘digested’’ because the world 
must live in peace and friend- 
ship. 


“We want good relations with 
the United States and believe that 
given time we will have good re- 
lations,”’ he said. “‘We know when 
to be infuriated, but we also have 


good heads on our shoulders.” 


But in almost the same breath, 
Khrushchev said he was “‘alter- 
ing” his original opinion that 
President Eisenhower knew noth-

Our captured reconnaissance agent in 
Russia is several things. To his family he 
is a man brought back from the dead 
who now may live, even though some 
years of it may be in a Soviet prison. 
To the administration he is an embar- 
rassment and a calamity. His shadow falls 
on politics, on NATO and on the whole 
aspect of national security. 


‘To the public he is at once a source 
of- grief as is any father in great trouble 
for which a family must suffer. 


- But he also is a curious moral problem. 
' For a long time we have been saying 
the Russians were not to be trusted and 
were really wicked persons. We have 
stressed a purity of international conduct 
which at times seems pious, especially to 
those we knew better. Now with our man 
a prisoner, we say that spying has been 
nécessary and that we are no worse than 
the Russians. But this overlooks the point 
that we have been saying the Russians are 
really very bad people. For us now to 
equate ourselves with them is not too 
comforting. 

. The reality demands we have intelli- 
gence information. 

‘But where do we go from here? And 
what happens to NATO and our foreign 
bases? There will be a growing demand 
for us to get out. This understandably will 
be accelerated by Khrushchev’s threat to 
bomb bases from which any reconnais- 
sance flight originates. 

-The President goes to the summit in 
a greatly weakened position. We did not 
expect much from the meeting. Now we 
cah expect even less. The President may 
not go to Russia. Khrushchev hints he 
will not be welcome. 

‘There will be renewed demands from 
the isolationists that we withdraw in a 
shell and prepare for war. 

‘Francis Powers, poor unlucky fellow 
that he is, has set many forces in motion. 
Only time will tell how well we will be 
ahle to counter them.

As Deterrents to Crime 


Once again Atlanta is experiencing 
a wave of burglaries, which makes all the 
more timely statements and recommenda- 
tions issued at Wednesday’s meeting of 
the Citizens Crime Committee. 


The panel cited a constant factor in 
the city’s intermittent rashes of crime: 
Almost all of the offenders have previous 
records. 


This lends weight to cust the com- 
mittee reiterated concerning the state 
penal system. It is not serving well as a 
deterrent to future crimes, Georgia’s re- 
habilitation facilities are scant. 


The number of repeaters also points up 
the wisdom of allowing judges, who have 
access to the defendant’s record, to im- 
pose sentence after a jury has returned 
a verdict of guilty. 


Present procedures in the sentencing 
of offenders, methods used in the penal 
system, and the state’s feeble attempts at 
providing an adequate rehabilitation pro- 
gram have not accomplished the desired 
results. It’s time for a thorough scrutiny 
of the entire situation with a view toward 
effecting improvements.

Tal- 
madge, “I want to do everything I can 
to nominate Lyndon Johnson.” He then 
outlined his belief in Johnson’s qualifica- 
tions and his sincere efforts to assist 
Southerners in the Senate. 

It is easy to understand the desire of 
some of his Georgia friends to place Sen. 
Talmadge in nomination and that such a 
move might be joined by neighboring 
states. But if such a move were aimed at 
Sen.

Joe Ray Assisted State

In view of his valuable assistance to 
the Fulton County grand jury and prose- 
cutors in pursuing the Griffin adminis- 
tration sales tax scandals which led to a 
number of convictions, the parole grant- 
ed Joseph W. Ray Wednesday is only 
fair.

The liaison 
with the mercurial congressman 
has stood up over these two 
years, which in itself is note- 
worthy since Powell has left a 
trail of disgruntled former asso- 
ciates strewn from one end of 
Manhattan to the other. Current- 
ly, Jones is credited with swing- 
ing the deal thag brought together 
the two old foes, Powell and 
Borough President Hulan Jack, 
and in the process tossed a set of 
Puerto Rican leaders and candi- 
dates out the back of the sleigh. 


True to his breed, Jones is not 
interested in issues but in re- 
sults. In his view the Powell- 
Jack United Harlem Leadership 
Team — which is also and per- 
haps appropriately called the 
Axis — is the natural product 
of the present New York political 
situation which finds Tammany 
under attack by an insurgent 
Democratic group and Carmine 
DeSapio’s hand visibly shaky on 
the tiller. 


THEY’VE GOT THE VOTES 

“Put Jack’s and  Powell’s 
groups together and we swing 20 
per cent of the votes in Manhat- 
tan,” Jones explains. “Swing 
those votes right and we ought 
to wind up with 20 per cent of 
the jobs. If we do that we don’t 
need the Puerto Ricans — and 
anyway the break with them 
makes Carmine nervous, and 
that’s good for us.” 


Whether this formula will sur- 
vive the intricacies of the city- 
wide struggle for Democratic 
power now in progress, and the

LAST REAL BLOC 

Ray Jones, teo, is perhaps an 
inevitable part of the shifting pat- 
terns of urban life. He has his 
counterpart in every big city 
where Negroes have concentrat- 
ed in numbers. He exists, and 
performs in the old manner, sim- 
ply because Negroes in fact make 
up the last real bloc vote left in 
the land. 


There are still identifiable 
remnants of the older ethnic and 
religious minorities that left their 
unmistakable imprint on Ameri- 
can politics — the Jews, the Irish, 
the Poles and the Italians. But 
these are gone from the ghettos 
now for the most part and in their 
passage into suburbia and the 
middle - class they have tended 
to lose their special identification, 
and often to consciously reject it. 
This is the process that has cost 
the Democrats so heavily, and has 
given President Eisenhower his 
towering majorities. One mark of 
respectability, after all, is mem- 
bership in the Republican Party. 


Men like Jones, then, have a 
vested interest’ in keeping the 
Negro ghettos intact, and he 
makes no bones about it. Of the 
effort by the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union to have the census 
drop all racial identification, he 
says: 


“Silliest damned thing I ever 
heard of. How am I going to bar- 
gain for the Negroes if I can’t 
prove where they are? I'm losing 
too many as it is, with all this 
crossing over the color line.” 


The patterns of Negro political 
action vary with the circum- 
stances of the cities. In Detroit, 
the Negro bloc so far has swung 
with the CIO leadership and has 
even been diverted to the support 
of white congressional candidates 
running against Negroes. In Chi- 
cago, the veteran Negro congress- 
man, William Dawson, runs his 
show along conservative and tra- 
ditional patronage lines, parlay- 
ing the small wards in the Black 
Belt into six seats on the City 
Council. 

FOUR NEGRO CONGRESSMEN 


The concentration of Negro 
votes in clearly defined areas has 
now sent four Negroes to 
Congress — Dawson, Powell, 
Charles C. Diggs Jr. of Detroit 
and Robert N. C. Nix of Phila- 
delphia. James Q. Wilson, who 
has made perhaps the most com- 
plete current analysis of Negro 
voting strength, figures Negroes 
are due to take over eight more 
seats in the near future—two in 
California and two more each in 
Illinois, Michigan and New York.

with a bath but no kitchen’”— 
when she was awakened by a 
visit ffom Sheriff Tom Poppell of 
McIntosh County.

They were divorce 
papers.” 


Beginning with an account of 
their wedding on Sapelo Island at 
9 p.m.

She told the jury that the 
day of their wedding, which she 
described as “a lovely wedding 
ceremony in the garden,”’ followed 
by cake and champagne, Reynolds 
wrote out a promise to “‘give up 
drinking hard liquor for ever- 
more.” 


RADIANTLY HAPPY 


The millionaire was 45 years 
old at the time, looked wonderful 
and was in good physical condition 
“and we were both radiantly 
happy,” Mrs. Reynolds said. 
Three days after the wedding 
Reynolds ‘‘commenced drinking at 
5 p.m., drank for two days and 
nights and tore up his promise 
and threw it in my face,” the 
defendant said. 


“Of course I was madly in love 
with him and he slept it off.” 


One of the places they went on 
their honeymoon was to visit 
Reynolds’ first wife, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Dillard Reynolds, on her es- 
tate in North Carolina. The de- 
fendant was in the midst of de- 
scribing the first wife’s home as 
“twice as big as Sapelo’’ when her 
attorney interrupted her and sent 
her moving along the narrative 
which included yachting trips to 
all parts of the world, names of 
relatives and international play- 
mates, assurances of their con- 
tinued love and descriptions of 
alcoholic scenes with Reynolds. 


DRINKING SPELLS 


Mrs. Reynolds said her husband 
“barely had a sober moment” 
from April, 1953, to December, 
1954.

Rep. Mitchell’s decision to key- 
note an open-schools meeting here 
Saturday adds to speculation that 
the young congressman has his 
eye on the Georgia governorship. 


Allying himself with HOPE and 
other groups on the blacklist of 
entrenched political powers has 
about it the same deliberation of 
his boat-rocking speech to Sev- 


enth District Democrats last 
week. 
His recent actions, to put it 


mildly, have not been designed 
to make him popular either with 
politicians or rank-and-file—at the 
present time.

NOT ENOUGH ROOM 

What prompted the letters was 
that’ 2,956 passengers wanted to 
go. Fifty-six were left. There 
wasn’t enough room. 


Six of those who were to be 
left behind (note the verb; re- 
member, this story has a happy 
ending) were members of the 60- 
man patrol force at Mary Lin 
School. So, 17 members of the 
force there sat down and wrote 
letters of protest. 


The letters were sent to this 
paper. They were addressed, 
variously, “Dear Sirs,” “‘Dear Mr. 
Editor,’ “OPEN LETTER TO 
THE POLICE DEPARTMENT,” 
“Dear Mr. Perkin.” (R. A. Perk- 
ins, general passenger agent of a 
certain railroad line.) 

LETTERS POINTED 

The letters were pointed in their 
criticism. Here are some ex- 
cerpts: 

“Dear Sir Perkins and Jenkins: 
Thank you for the nice failure you 
havé’ done on the Washington 
trip! Sincerely, Sue Williams.” 


“Dear Editor, I don’t mean to

During her vis- 
its to Paris, Mrs. Derby found 
herself fascinated with the in- 
ner workings of the fashion 
ateliers.

Before she thawed out thor- 
oughly from an assignment to 
the Canadian Far North (where, 
Vanda reports, the thermometer 
rarely rises above 30 degrees be- 
low zero), she is likely to en- 
plane for dutsy, primitive India, 
with its temperatures of 115 de- 
grees in the shade. 


“In a recent four-month pe- 
riod,”’ Mrs. Roberts revealed, “I 
traveled more than 45,000 miles 
and worked in 14 different coun- 
tries, photographing American- 
made industrial and construc- 
tion equipment in the Far East 
and South America.” 


She added that her career is 
always filled with excitement, 
but her “biggest thrill” was a 
recent three-months’ assign- 
ment to the Far East. 


“I worked in 16 different lo- 


cations in 10 countries,” she re- 
ported. 


Her experiences range from 
“a fresco’”’ in the Malay jungle 
with a crew of native bush- 
beaters, to having tea with the 
Maharajah of Selangor. On an 
overnight journey from Cal- 
cutta to Ranchi in India, she 
was the only Western woman on 
the train. Vanda shared a first- 


‘class compartment—six bare, 


uncurtained metal shelves were 
the sleeping accommodations— 
with five Indian men. 
ILL-EQUIPPED 

“It was easy to see I was ill- 


equipped for the rigors of Ori- , 


ental travel,’’ she admitted with 
a laugh. “So the men shared 
their food, drink and bedding 
with me. One even draped a 
blanket in front of my berth to 
allow me some privacy.” 


All this—and a wife and 
mother, too! 


Mrs. Roberts has two daugh- 
ters, Drucie, 9, and Georgia, 11, 
who have grown up with the 
“pasic knowledge that their 
mother is a working photogra- 
pher who has to be away from 
them a great deal of the time.”’ 


“The girls used to be my 


models,”’ the photographer re- 
called. ‘‘We have a very close 
relationship in spite of my 


time away from home. We've 
been able to eliminate all the 
little things that keep a mother 
from understanding her chil- 
dren.” 


Mr. Roberts is also a photog- 
rapher,; and his wife’s “hardest 
taskmaster.”’ 


“He usually see my pictures 
before my clients do,’’ Vanda 
said. ‘“‘And if my work satis- 
fies him, I know it’s good!” 


WAR CORRESPONDENT 


She added that her husband, a 
war correspondent during World 
War II, is a great stimulus to 
her career. ‘“‘He’s my constant 
prod,” Vanda praised, “‘and he’s 
the one who encouraged me to 
continue my work after we were 
married.” 


Wed 13 years, the Roberts 
covered assignments together in 
the past, but in recent years it 
has been impossible for them to 
do so, because of the wide 
range of their assignments. 


When the family is together, 
the Roberts is a fun household. 


Vanda spends at least one day 
planning the family meals—set- 
ting up menus for a month in 
advance. 


“We all like preparing the 
recipes I bring back from all 
parts of the world,” she ob- 
served. “One week, we might 
‘go Hawaiian,’ dressing in cos- 
tumes I’ve brought back, and 
eating dishes I was served in 
the Islands. Another time, the 
girls will dress in their Japa- 
nese kimonos for an Oriental 
meal.” 


SHUTTER BUGS 


Mr. and Mrs. Roberts put 
away their cameras on the 
home front, then the girls take 
over. Both are expert shutter- 
bugs, operating their Rollieflex 
cameras with near-professional 
ease. 


This time of the year, the 
Roberts girls reserve Sunday 
afternoons for their favorite 
baseball player: Their father. 
Mr. Roberts plays with a semi- 
professional team, “and we're 
always rooting him on,” Vanda 
said. 


The exigencies of Vanda's job 
frequently require her to rise at 
2 a.m. to reach a location by 
dawn. Most work days end 
long past sundown. Often, as 
in the Malay jungle, she has to 
camp out. Although her photo- 
graphic equipment is specially 
made to reduce its weight by 25 
pounds, it still weighs 40 pounds

»  ofact, distilled as it were from 
the fundamentally priceless nature of education, 
during a tour of the Convair Astronautics Divi- 
sion plant at San Diego the other day. 


This is where they produce the Atlas, right 
now the free world's only operational inter-conti- 
nental ballistics missile.

What's more, building a device as complex as 
the Atlas requires that the production workers 
be highly skilled technicians. 


This 80-foot-long projectile, a space exploration 
vehicle as well as a ballistics missile, is sheathed 
in a stainless steel skin no thicker than a calling 
card and so flexible that—like a football—it is 
held rigid only by internal pressure. 


The engines, fueled by liquid oxygen and high- 
grade kerosene, develop on the order of one mil- 
lion horsepower, which compares with about 400 
horsepower in the most powerful automobile you 
can buy. 


Couple these developments with the exacting 
instrumentation and guidance systems which ac- 
company them and you get some idea of the cur- 
rent educational requirements of space-age in- 
dustry—requirements bound to grow ever tougher 
as we advance beyond the threshold of this new 
age.

How To Sell Short 


Prentice-Hall, which believes the 
market still seems to be headed 
somewhat lower, gives advice on 
short selling.

“1. You borrow 100 shares of 
stock from someone who is willing 
to lend them to you (Almost al- 
ways, this is your broker,. 


“2. You sell the borrowed stock 
at once to another buyer at 50. 

“3. Later, when you cover, you 
buy 100 shares of the stock at 
(you hope) a price lower than 50. 

“4. Lastly, you return 100 shares 
of the stock to the person from 
whom you first borrowed them.” 

Prentice-Hall gave these words 
of advice to anyone wishing to em- 
bark on short selling: 


“Don't sell against a clearly de- 
fined market trend unless you 
have very special information; be 
very careful about selling short 
against the business trend; avoid 
stocks that are closely held or 
have only a small number of 
shares outstanding; sell short at 
or above a specific price, not ‘at 
the market’; and always protect 
your position with a _ stop-loss 
order.”
